The absence of most of 
the members of the cabinet, includ- 
ing Dr. Luther, the chancellor, from 
the ministerial benches, seemed like 
a pre-arrangement, while there were 
many empty seats in the body of the 
house. 


Minister Is Nettled. 

Except for an occasional “hear, 
hear.” when Dr. Stresemann cited the 
south Tyrolean wrongs and decried 
Mussolini’s belittling of things Ger- 
man, he stirred his audience effective- 
ly only when he declared that the 
Italian premier's threats were incom- 
patible with the spirit of the League 
of Nations. The nationalists and 
communists at this point broke into 
disdainful and ironical hilarity, which 
nettled the foreign minister. 

“We have no quarrel with the Ital- 
ian people, who, according to Musso- 
lini’'s own words, written in 1920, 
have no interests incompatible with 
the Germans,” Dr. Stresemann said. 

“German-Italian difficulties, as 
Mussolitai then stated, always were 
due to misunderstanding and distrust 
—conditions of minds, rather tban 
conflicting economic or political in- 
terests.’’ 

Going back to the genesis of the 
south Tyrol problem, the foreign min- 
ister pointed out that the Italian gov- 
ernment, before the advent of the fas- 
cisti, and also the king, had promised 


religion and culture. He insisted that 
Germany had no political interest in 
the problem, but merely a_ cultural 
one. 

Press Scored, 

Deploring what he termed irrespon- 
sible newspaper utterances, and the 
unauthorized attempt by a small group 
of Munich business men to inaugurate 
a boycott of Italy, he stated that the 
government was unalterably opposed 
to such childish measures and was 
concerned in maintaining the best re- 
lations with Germany's neighbors. 

He characterized Premier Musso- 
lini’s speech as “filled with arrogance, 
contradictions and vehemence which 
attempts to hide the inner weakness 
of his argument.” 

He insisted that Mussolini, who had 
accepted German hospitality earlier 
in his career, and now derided Ger- 
man tourists, was ungrateful. 

Holding it unfair that Mussolini 
had replied to Premier Held, of Ba- 
varia, without awaiting the official 
text of his speech regarding south 
Tyrol, he also insisted that the fed- 
eral government alone was responsible 
for the German foreign policy.

terment. While in Atlanta last week, 
I arranged for the active work of all 
the ergicultural colleges of the south 
and I toda* am addressing letters to 
the banker“ association of each cot- 
ton state, urging immediately contact 
and cooperation with their agricultural 
colleges and county agents.

E piscopalians 
Here Unattected 
By Society Fight 


Determination of the Church Tem- 
peragce society, composed of clerks 
and lay leaders of the Protestant Epis- 
copal church, last week in New York 
to wage a campaign for the modifi- 
cation of the Volstead act to legalize 
the use of beer and light wines will 
in no way affect the attitude of the 
Georgia FEpiscopalians, according to 
N. H. R. Moor, rector of 
St. Lule’s church. ; 

The rector feels assured that nine- 
tenths of the Episcopalians in Georgia 
hold different views from the New 
York society and will not support the 
drive recently outlined, he _ said 
Tuesday. 

As a citizen, he believes that the 

rohibition question should be placed 
+ fe the voters of the nation and, if 
ratified again, drastic methods should 
be brought to bear to insure its en- 
furcement. In making the last state- 
ment, he made it plain he was not 
speaking for the church, but as a 
yoter. ’ 

“No sane person in the wildest 
flight of imagination could believe the 
Episcopal church would do anything 
to further the old saloon system,” as- 
serted Mr. Moore. “The church be- 
lieves backing thoroughly the govern- 
ment in enforcement of laws. Always 
believing in temperance, the chureh 
never tries to control the way its 
members vote, but it endeavors to give 
them fundamental facts. How each 
individual member shall vote is left 
up to his or her conscience.” 

In explaining the membership of 
the New York society, Mr. Moore said 
that it was not a branch of the Epis- 
copal church, but is an organization 
composed of members of this denomi- 
nation. ; 

The church attempts to enlighten 
the people as to foolhardiness of in- 
temperance of any kind, according to 
Mr. Moor. The temperance society 
has existed for many years and was 
organized in days prior to prohibi- 
tion, its “abject being to encourage 
temperance. 

Mr. Moor said that many members 
of the church do not believe in meth- 
ods employed to enforce the Volstead 
act and are of the opinion that some 
other forces should be placed in force. 
He recalled a visit to a beach last 
summer and an encounter with rum 
runners. Reporting the violation to

New York, February 9.—(?)— Wan- 
ing interest in railroad liens and a 
revival of activity in copper and oil 
issues were the contrasting features of 
today’s irregular bond market.

Atlanta is southern and southeastern headquar- 
ters for more foreign concerns than perhaps any 
other two, or three southern cities combined. 
From the East, the North, the West, in fact from 
every section, America’s greatest concerns are 
housed in Atlanta’s office buildings, with At- 
launta as their distributing point for the South. 


Atlanta’s growth absorbs 100,000 square feet 
of office space annually. Atlanta has 6.5 square 
feet of office space per capita, which is, with the 
exception of San Francisco, the highest percent- 
age of any city in the United States. 


Atlanta is one of the few cities of the United 
States to maintain an Association of Building 
Owners and Managers with an executive secre- 
fury and assistant. The Atlanta Association is 
affiliated with the National Association of Build- 
ing Owners and Managers, thereby keeping 
abreast at all times nith modern methods of of- 
fice building operation and management. 


New Orleans, with 16 buildings totaling 1,197,- 
430 square feet of rentable space, is the nearest 
southern city to Atlanta’s claim of 44 buildings 
with 2,315,770 square feet of space. 


Atlanta has 44 office buildings. Total num- 
ber of offices, 8,205. Total rentable area, square 
feet, 2,315,770. Total number of elevators in 
the 44 buildings, 135. 


A careful survey of travel on the elevators 
Shou’s that more than 150,000 people ride them 
dajly. More miles are traveled daily on elevators 
in Atlanta than in the entire 255 miles of At- 
lanta’s street railway system. The population

TLANTA was early blessed with men who looked adown the years and saw the city 
that was to be. They recognized the necessity of providing here the buildings which 
would house the ultimate business development of the South. They went deep into 
the earth to lay the foundations of the skyscrapers which today cluster about the heart 

of Atlanta’s downtown district. Indeed, they laid-the foundations of these magnificent struc- 
tures on the indestructible strata of Stone Mountain which lie as a perpetual guarantee of 


security beneath the city’s rushing feet. 


“In the elder days of Art 

Builders wrought with greatest care 
Each minute and unseen part; 

For the gods see everywhere.” 


Nowhere in the South can be found so many massive office buildings as in Atlanta. Few 
cities throughout the United States can boast such beautiful, such substantial, such commodi- 


ous office buildings. Thus it is that Atlanta has come to be known as the SOUTH’S LEAD- 
ING OFFICE BUILDING CITY. 


In 1892, Atlanta, with a population of 65,000 saw its first modern class “‘A”’ office build- 
ing, which was then the Equitable, now the Trust Company of Georgia. When in course of 
erection with its immense steel frame going higher and higher each day, passers-by would stop 
and gaze with amazement at the great undertaking of the late Mr. Joel Hurt, Sr., who was pro- 
moting its erection. ‘‘Why there’re not enough business concerns in the state of Georgia to fill 
it,’ some would say, while others thought Mr. Hurt a fit subject for the insane asylum. A year 
later when the finishing touches were made and the building ready for occupancy, every inch 
of the 144,000 square feet of rentable space of the building was taken and other business con- 


cerns clamoring to get in. 


In 1894 the Grand was erected; in 1897, the English-American, now the Georgia Savings 
Bank building and the Austell building were erected. From then on big buildings came thick 
and fast, with three erected in 1901; namely, the Grant, Atlanta National Bank, and Peters. 
In 1902 the Atlanta Trust Company building was erected. In 1904 the Fourth National Bank, 
in 1906 the Candler, in 1910 the Forsyth, the American Savings Bank, the Rhodes and the 
Walton, in 1911 the Citizens and Southern Bank, 1913 the Healey and the Hurt, in 1915 the 
Connally, in 1917 the Arcade, in 1918 the Brown, in 1921 the Metropolitan and the Palmer, 
in 1922 the Haas-Howell, in 1923 the Glenn, the Bona Allen, the McGlawn-Bowen, Commer- 
cial Exchange and Red Rock. In 1924 the 101 Marietta Street and Wynne-Claughton, and 


1925 finished the Hurt, the South’s largest building. 


The above buildings are all known as Class “‘A”’ office buildings. There are two other such 
buildings now under construction in Atlanta, the Norris building and the Mansion building on 
Peachtree street. In addition to these class ‘‘A”’ buildings, there are many smaller, but alto- 
gether desirable office buildings in the city, such as the Chamber of Commerce building, the 
Gould building, the Bolling Jones building, the Silvey building, the Doctors’ building, the 
Candler annex, and many others. 1926 will likely see several other Class “A” office build- 


ings started in Atlanta. -
